Big Hogs. 
The largest liog raised In this locali- 
ty was killed last week by Mr Josh 
Daniel, one of Garrard's mmt promi- 
nent farmers. The animal tipped the 
beam at 1,000 pounds, and, when 
skinned, the hide measured eight feet 
across tUo centre. Anotiier, raised by 
Mr Daniel, was one year old and weigli 
ed TOU lbs. Two .June pigs pulled tlie 
beam at 99. These hogs were raised 
in a barn, and every attention given 
them. They were "bedded" as care- 
fully as a race borse, and this extra 
care goes to prore that special atten- 
tion to hoga pays handsonely In the 
lotig run. 

Good For Somerset, 
Tho people of Somerset are very 
much excited over the announcement 
by the head otiiciais of the Southern 
railway system that they had decided 
definitely to erect the large sliops 
there on tbe 500 acres of ground pur 
cbased last fall, and that contracts for 
all tbe work would be %warded at once 
and tbe constmctloo ol tbe immeDse 
works would be eommeoced aboQt tbe 
first of March, If the weather woald 
permit. 

Five hundred new hou.ses will be 
erected at once. Locomotive and car 
works will be placed tlioe. The site 
of ,")((() acres wliicli the company bas 
purchased for the wurks is siiuated be 
low tlie depot and yards and present 
shops, so that it will be a continuous 
yards and locomotive and car works 
extending for lome three mlkt loatb 
of Somerset from tbe depot. 

Care of a Hedge Fence. 

My method has been to trim the 
hedge three times each year, viz: 
about tbe l.")th of June, before liarvest 
begins, then near the l.^th of .July and 
then in September, just as its ^;rowth 
for the year is linislied. iiy so doing 
the wood is tender and cuts easily and 
dries up like a weed. Makes no litter 
or tborns to be removed. Tbe hedge 
sbould be cut back in the early spring 
to tbe height of 4 feet, tbe width 
about 18 inches. In cutting, the aim 
should be to keep the hedge compact, 
as it is much more easily trimmed. A 
goo i hand can trim MO to 100 rods per 
(l.iy if the aiiove plan is adopted 
ilopjjig that 1 may he i.l henellt to 
some one in solving the fei:ce problem
